Not con- 
tent with this, tha manufacturer places 
tho peps so close together that it is im- 
possible for two adjoining pegs to sup- 
port oiu-h its own hat at tho panao time. 
I he-ordinary visitor leartfs this" truth 
only by sad experience'. Ho persists in 
trying to hang his hat on the peg next 
to that which bears the hat of tho head 
of tho homo, and it is only after ho has 
knocked the original hat dlown with his 
own hat, and thon knocked his own'hat
